BIGOEST JOB EVER 


MET BYRED CROSS 


Director of Aid Work Tells 


What Is Being Done in 
Stricken States 


BV. RODNEY DUTCHER 


Washington—In complete charg* of 


relief in the Mississippi valley Is Hen- 
ry M. Baker, national director of dis- 
aster relief for the- American 
Red 


Cross. 


At relief headquarters In Memphis, 


Baker Is directing movement of the 
flood refugees to safe territory, hous- 
ing them in tent cities and seeing that 
they receive food, clothing and medi- 
cal care. 


This is by far the biggest job Baker 


or the. Red Cross ever tackled, but 
Baker lias had more experience at this 
sort of thing than any other American 
Since he joined the Red Cross force he 
has personally directed relief opera- 
tions in more than 140 stricken com- 
munities and administered total relief 
funds of $10.000,000. He has held his 
present job since 1322. He was edu- 
cated in Au&tralia, worked his waj 
through a university and 'did post- 
graduate work in social economy at 
the University of Missouri and the St 
Louis School of Social Economy, en- 
tering Red Cross work in the old 
southwestern division m 1919. He is 
44 years old. 


"The annual Mississippi floods are 


the bis river problem of the-United 
States.' 'Baker remarked in private 
conversation shortly before this year's 
floods began. 


"With knowledge of this fact an< 


through cooperation with the govern 
ment and the- weather bureau, we are 
able to save any number of lives bj 
warning people in sections about to be 
flooded. 


HOW WARNINGS GO OUT 


"Weather bureaus all along the riv 


er telephone to the St. Louis bureau as 
as the river rises each day. The St 
Louis bureau is then able to draw it; 
deductions. 
"We know that^a normal rise o 


three feet in 24 hours at Cairo, 111 
•will mean so many acres flooded along 
the lower Mississippi. 


'The Red Cross then wires the dan 


ger zones so that people can get out o 
the bottom lands. We are able t 
give 48 hours notice on possible flood' 
This system of cooperation has been 
•working for five years." 


Soon after Baker spoke, 
the Re 


Cross was doing this very same thin; 
and preparing to cope with jts majo 
peacetime job. 
Baker told of levees 50 feet high a 


New Orleans, built in five tiers. Thou- 
sands of persons, hc^said. lived be- 
twfcn the tiers, where the land is very 
fertile because of river silt. 


"Red Cross officials watch the news- 


T-apers for storm news," lie explained. 
"Suppose they get won! that a hurri- 
cane is coming up from the Carribean 
sea to hit the Texas coast tomorrow 
afternoon. 
Immeriately it wires its 


chapters to mobilize canteens, doctors, 
nurses and various facilities. 


"In 1921 word of a possible hurri- 


cane was flashed to the Texas coast. 
The word 'mobilize" was wired to Red 
Cross headquarters in each town and 
to the commander of the Eighth army 
corps area at San Antonio. Supplies, 
including rolling kitchens and first aid 
materials, were prepared for removal 


- to storm areas within a 100-mile radi- 


us."The hurricane failed to arrive. But 
a floSfl struck San Antonio next day 
and .the preparations for huncane aid 
were used for flood relief. The flood 
was due to an unprcdictcd cloudburst 
50 to 100 miles ax\ay which caused a 
wall of water to sweep over the town. 


WEATHER BUREAU HELPS, 


"The -weather man can warn of hur- 


ricanes, tidal, waves, floods and pestil- 
ences. TIi ere is no means yet to pre- 
dict earthquakes, but 
vrc can chart 


earthquake zones and 
discover the 


flrst rumblings which indicate ap- 
proaching disturbances. Tornadoes are 
also unpredictable, but one town can 
telephone another. If Red Cross Chap- 
ter A spots an approaching column 
which swerves off going in the direc- 
tion of the'next town, it can notify 
Chapter B in the path of the tornado. 
Chapter B likewise notifies Chapter C 
and the word goes on dow.i the line so 
people can take to their cellars. 


"If wo had been prepared as we arc 


now, the toll of lives and property loss 
taken by the Johnstown flood and the 
Galveston hurricane could have been 
cut at least 50 per cent. The "sea wall' 
built in Johnstown after the flood has 
withstood every onslaught sinco then. 
The same is true of the Pueblo flood of 
1921. which cost 100 lives. $20.000.000 
in property damage. $500.000 in relief 
funds ;md homc^of hundreds of fam- 
ilies. Today it is physically impossible 
for Pueblo to have a flood, and prop- 
erty values thcic 1mc jumped im- 
mensely. 


"I look for the day when we will 


ha\c a complete international system 
of coo|»cration that will help reduce 
the disaster hazard in nil countries 
•where the Kcd Cross operates."

belter to grapple with. In his amateurish 
criticism he charges that Mr. Coolklgc 
has broken the existing bond of friendship 
between China and the United States, and 
has antagonized Latin-American nations 
to the injury of trade relations with them. 
Since when has a LaFollcttc been solici- 
tous about ' such gross and mundane 
things as trade? 


To reach his conclusions it is necessary 


for him to shut his eyes to the facts, but 
that is a small matter with this particu- 
lar species of "progress."' 
The United 


States has sent some warships and ma- 
rines to China to protect American life, 
and to assist those of our nationals who 
are stranded in interior China to get out 
of the country. It has expressly refused to 
join with Great Britain and the other 
powers in a demonstration against China, 
or in armed occupation to sustain or re- 
cover foreign concessions. The president 
has also declared our policy to be solely 
one of friendship for China and sympathy 
for its aspirations to independence. 
He 


has declared against exploitation and in 
favor of a restoration to China of all the 
rights that pertain to a free government. 


While our -vvarslfips were on the way to 


the Far east, the state 
department 


announced to China and the world 
that the United States was ready to 
negotiate 
treaties of equality 
with 


China, to forego the privileges of ex- 
tra-territoriality and (to deal with it 
on exactly the same basis it would 
with Great Britain or any other power. 
All our interests in China are commercial, 
educational and religious. We have no 
political ends to serve and nothing there 
to exploit. Our exact position and pur- 
poses have been made perfectly clear, and 
they are guaranteed by a hundred years 
of honorable dealings in the orient. 
All 


that remains for the United States to car- 
ry out its pledges to assist in the estab- 
lishment of a free and independent gov- 
ernment is a termination of the existing 
civil strife and the triumph of one faction 
over another or an agreement that will 
unite China nationally. If Mr. LaFollette 
thinks he could improve on this policy, 
we should like to drink from his fountain 
of knowledge. 


In regard to Latin-America, that is an 


entirely different problem. It is a prob- 
lem that we have been struggling with 
ever since Latin-American republics came 
into being. It would be impossible for us 
r.ot to antagonize them unless we sur- 
rendered our commercial and other inter- 
ests there, about which our Robert is con- 
cerned, to the caprice of every ad- 
venturer and revolutionist. 
What we 


have been trying to do is to intro- 
duce 
a sense or" nationalism 
with 


_their peoples 
ancl of 
responsibility 


into their governments, and to evolve 
if possible some system that will insure 
continuity of state and bring order out of 
chaos.

when placed in juxtaposition with two 
other books than when read alone. It 
is "An American 
Saga," by 
Carl

other two 


books, both half a dozen years old, are 
"The 
Americanization 
of 
Edward 


Bok" and "Upstream," 
by 
Ludwig 


Lewisohn. 


"An American Saga" is highly fas- 


cinating nad very much -worth read- 
ing for Its own sake without refer- 
ence to the other two -books, but 
reading it with the other two m mind 
is aji adventure. 
; 


Here we have three men born In 


Europe who come to America to make 
a place for themselves in the new- 
world. Each reacts to his new en- 
virnment as his nature forces' him to 
do. All three probably had the il- 
lusion of free will in. the matter, but 
they could no, more have exchanged 
places or had different experiences In 
America, generally 
speaking, 
than 


they could have traded bodies. Each 
had the kind of, life here that his nat- 
ure forced him to have. 


First Edward Bok, whose book also 


came first. He has the soul of a. go- 
getter and his book is the auto- 
biography of a go-getter. Coming here 
at the age of six, he started in al- 
most immediately, pestering a senile 
Emerson for his autograph and al- 
ways grabbing off something 
that 


would work to his own advantage. 
That was his life right through. To 
him America spelled opportunity. The 
Americanization of Edward "Bok was 
getting a better job, like a Horatic 
Alger 
hero, 
marrying 
his 
boss, 


daughter, getting rich an 
famous. 


The story of a go-getter to the end of 
tho chapter. Neither Lewisehn 
nor 


Jensen could have used the word 
"Americanization" in connection with 
their orientation In the 
American 


scene. 


Then Ludwlg L,ewisohn, who also 


came here as a little boy. He is a 
Jew and he'came 
from 
Germany. 


Everything essential about bis reac- 
tion to America is contained In the 
title of his book — "Upstream." He is 
by nature against things. 
Edward 


Bok went with the stream in Amer- 
ican, life and was happy. Lewisohn 
went against the stream and was ap- 
parently miserable, although I\ sus- 
pect that to be miserable in a lit- 
erary way is far greater happiness to 
him than Kok could ever imagine. 
He docs not rise from one good job 
to another — usually it is the other 
way round. He does not make lucky 


hits. The same conditions that help 
Eok hinder Lewisohn. 
The 
World 


war, which was a kind of debauch of 
glory for Eok who highly enjoyed it, 
like many others who" did not know 
that it was giving them the time .of 
their lives, was hell to Lewisohn.' in 
a very real sense, not because he was 
of German descent but because his 
nature forced him to be against the 
popular current. America 
couldn't 


very well have had a different effect 
on him, as it couldn't have affected 
Bok differently than It did. 


And now 
Carl Christian 
Jensen 


completes this trinity of Americaniz- 
ed foreigners. As in the case of the 
other two, he said everything about 
himself when'he named his book "An 
American Saga," He is not a go-get- 
ter and he is not a rebel. He is not a 
he-Pollyanna like Bok and not a born 
pessimist like Lewisohn. 
The word 


"Saga" explains him. He is the born 
adventurer. He does not regard life as 
a chance to make money and win 
position, nor. as something to 
find 


fault with. He is just looking for 
something new, and again something 
new. America means to him a land 
of new impressions, new experiences. 
When he almost starves, his soul is 
not filled with a sense of in intoler- 
able wrong; starving is 
something 


new and he learns from it how the 
other half lives in this interesting 
new country- What is there . just 
around the corner? His autobiography 
is genuinely a saga. 


He achieves successes but- he docs 


not look upon them as the end-all and 
the be-all of life. What new experi- 
ence and sense of vivid living can he 
wring from them? 


When you read these three books
